Miss Lillian Kaufmann, aged 24 years, 
died last night at St. Joseph s hospital 
after an illness of several months, the 
direct cause of death being tuberculosis 
of the hip. 
In connection with tho passing away 
of this young lady there is truly a sad 
story. 
Miss Kaufmann came to this 
country from Hamburg, Germany about 
two years ago at the instance of her 
uncle, J.C. Hessel. 
She was a musician 
of note, having studied with some of tho 
masters of Germany, and was a pianist 
of rare ability. 
She came to this coun 
try to teach music and established her­ 
self here for about a year after which 
she decided to move to Grand Folks 
where where there was an excellent 
opening. 
On or about April 1‘2 last Miss Kauf­ 
mann while walking on the sidewalk at 
Grand Forks slipped-and injured her 
hip. 
She was moved to the hospital at 
once where every medical care was giv­ 
en her, but she finally grew worse and 
worse, tuberculosis of the injured mem­ 
ber having set in.

ists iii Aitkin on Account of 


the Flood 


APPEAL MADE Th 
GOVERNOR 


Want 
Sufferers 
to 
Work 
on 


Roads but the County Has 


no Money to pay Them 


The flood stricken residents of Aitkin 
county have appealed to Gov. John A. 
Johnson for assistance. 
In their ex­ 
tremity they have asked the chief execu 
tive to overlook the technicalities of the 
law and grant some measure of relief, 
either through an appropriation from 
state funds or by authorizing the sever­ 
al counties to make overdrafts on some 
of the county funds. The Hoods were 
brought about by the alleged misman­ 
agement of the reservoir dams. 
Information reached the 
governor 
Wednesday through a communication 
from A. L Hamilton, of Aitkin county, 
that hundreds of farmers in that vicin­ 
ity and in other .sections of northern 
Minnesota have lost practically all their 
property and are approaching a desti­ 
tute condition because of the Hoods. 
Some have not enough foods on hand 
to last a week. 
Many have lost their 
stock anti their houses and barns. 
Aitkin county proposes to give relief 
DV letting the sufferers work on roads 
in the county, but the road and bridge 
fund is exhausted, and the residents 
have asked the governor to authorize 
them to overdraw the fund. 
The resi­ 
dents also ask the governor to suggest 
a method of assisting the Hood suf­ 
ferers. 
Gov. Johnson was not at the capitol yes­ 
terday, but his private secretary, Frank 
A. Day, says that the governor will un­ 
doubtedly do everything in his power 
to relieve the sufferers. 
"This is a serious condition, and I be­ 
lieve that the technicalities of the law 
should be set aside, ‘ said Mr. Day. 
“The county needs to improve its roads, 
and the sufferers need money. 
I think 
that the plan proposed by the residents 
of Aitkin county is an excellent one.-' 
In describing the situation in Aitkin 
county, Mr. Hamilton in his communi­ 
cation to the governor says among other 
things: 
“The floods we have been having have 
played havoc with the people living 
along the Mississippi. Many of them 
have lost everything they had and are 
approaching a state of destitution. The 
commissioner from the Fifth district of 
this county tells me that many of them 
will have to be helped. 
He estimates 
that there are Hfty farmers who have 
been affected by the high water. 
“We can't allow these people to suffer 
from the want of something to eat and 
the commissioner thinks that the coun­ 
ty will have t« render aid in very many 
cases. 
“These people need relief as badly as 
did the Hinckley Are sufferers, or nearly 
so: and the purpose of this letter is to 
inform your excellency of the situation 
to the end that some measure of relief 
might be found.”
